Republican Committee's Reply to 


Mayor Tish's Statement

Mr. Tish's campaign committee has reciprocated 


what we thought was a courtesy on our part in placing in 
their hands early Friday evening copy of the statement -we 
had prepared to have printed in the Sunday issue of the 
Tribune by designating that statement as "an eleventh 
hour attack." 


We wish very much that the voters of Coshocton who 


have retained their copy of the Sunday Tribune would 
carefully re-read our statement appearing on page seven 
of that issue and see if they can find therein anything 
•whatsoever that can be construed as an "attack." Our 
statement says very plainly that it is an answer to the fol- 
lowing charge which appeared in Mr. Tish's advertisement 
of Monday, October 29: 


WHEN THE WAGE EARNERS TOOK 


THE STEERING WHEEL THEY FOUND 
THE C I T Y ALREADY FINANCIALLY 
RUINED. 


Is there any fair-minded citizen in Coshocton who 


would deny us the right to contradict with figures taken 
from the city's books such a flagrant misstatement of 
facts? We manfully admitted, as Mr. Tish's committee 
says, that the city was meeting current expenses during 
this year 923, and we pointed out clearly why with the in- 
creased income resulting from the additional tax levy 
authorized by the State Legislature this was easily possi- 
ble of accomplishment. 


We do not claim any particular credit for having 


given Mr. Tish an advance copy of our statement, thus 
providing him an opportunity to make reply, and it must 
be conceded that the considerably more than twenty-four 
hours that we allowed was ample time in which to prepare 
an answer to a statement made up of figures with which 
Mr. Tish and his committee were at least presumed to be 
already familiar. 


The Tish committee claims an attempt to mislead 


through our failure to have specificially pointed out that 
more than $25,000.00 of the $108,869.44 received from 
taxes thus far in 1923 was paid int'o the sinking fund for 
payment on street paving and sewers. It is somewhat be- 
yond our comprehension to understand how Mr. Tish's 
committee can claim an attempt on our part to mislead in 
this respect when in our full statement of receipts and dis- 
bursements covering the year 1922 we showed in black 
face type an item of disbursements for special assessments 
and sinking fund in the sum of $50,262.76. 
The actual 


amount of city revenue that has been diverted to the sink- 
ing fund and special assessment in 1923 is $46,239.16, or 
$4,023.60 less than in 1 922, and as we have previously 
pointed out receipts from taxes in 1 923 were $38,454.70 
more than in 1922. The sinking fund must of necessity 
have first call on the city's income because it is through the 
operation of this sinking fund that our city bonds are paid 
and the credit of our city maintained.

The Tish committee takes us back to the year 1918 


and questions the judgment of Mayor Richardson in veto- 
ing an ordinance providing for increased salaries, basing 
said veto on the plain fact that the city did not have the 
moeny with which to pay. In giving publicity to that fact, 
would it not have been fair for the committee to have 
pointed out that the tax receipts for the year 1918 amount- 
ed to only $68,125.73, or $40,743.71 less than in 1923? 
The total of all receipts for the year 1918 amounted to 
$183,264.32, and the sum of $92,008.86, or more than 
one-half, was called for and had to be paid into the sinking 
fund, this amount being $45,769.70 more than has been 
paid into the sinking fund during 1923. 


These figures taken from the city's books, and be- 


lieved by us to be accurate, show the gigantic total of $96,- 
513.41 additional funds with which to carry on ordinary 
municipal business in 1923 than in 1918. 


Every wage earner, not only in Coshocton but in the 


whole of the United States, is now being paid much more 
for a given task than was paid in 1918. Having the money 
with which to do, it was nothing short of a plain duty for 
the city of Coshocton to bring the wages of its faithful em- 
ployees up to the point where they would be in keeping 
with conditions that everywhere prevailed. It would in- 
deed have been ungrateful if this had not been done, and 
we are sure that the members of the City Council who by 
their votes authorized and granted these wage increases 
claim no particular credit to themselves for so doing. 


We wish to re-state as our belief that the city is op- 


erating within its means in 1923; but we condemn as 
wholly unwarranted and unjustifiable the published state- 
ment of Mr. Tish's committee that
